Journalists were barred from 
the area, but there were no in­ 
dications hostilities would re­ 
sume.

But Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat announced 
hours before the deadline that 
his forces no longer would be 
bound by the cease-fire which 
first took effect last August. It 
expired at midnight Sunday.

East Pakistan 


Still In Throes 


Of Violence 


LONDON (AP) — The British 
government has advised the I,- 
OOO Britons in East Pakistan to 
leave the country because of 
the threat of civil war if their 
presence is not essential. 
East Pakistan’s political lead­ 
er, Sheik Majibur Rahman, and 
his Awami League are locked 
in a struggle with the nation’s 
military president, Gen. Agha 
Mohammed Yahya Khan, and 
the West Pakistanis who domi­ 
nate the 
central government 
and the Army.

strikes and violence in which at 
least 173 East Pakistanis were 
killed and 358 wounded, Sheik 
Mujib at

racks. 
The shiek, who has

Blacks Protest 


At Boards 


O f Education 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-The 
State Office Building was eva­ 
cuated because of a bomb threat 
today after an estimated 800 
black demonstrators disrupted a 
State Board of Education meet­ 
ing there. 
Some minor damage occurred. 
Black demonstrators who left 
the state and city education fac­ 
ilities roamed the downtown 
business district causing minor 
damage. A display window was 
broken at a variety store. 
Police broke up groups of 
demonstrators as they formed. 
At one point police chased a 
group of young blacks through 
a hotel lobby. 
Demonstrators left education 
offices after they gained agree­ 
ments at both the state and city 
level for review of complaints 
about school policies. 
A spokesman for the demon­ 
strators earlier issued a five- 
point complaint and a demand 
for black control of administra­ 
tion at predominantly black pub­ 
lic schools. 
City police said several hun­ 
dred persons marched from the 
state building toward the City 
Board of Education offices six 
blocks away. 
The demonstration had form­ 
ed earlier in the day at the city 
education offices. 
It had been announced as a 
special protest against treatment 
of black students invol/ed in dis­ 
ruption at several city schools 
in the past two weeks. Demon­ 
strators marched at several pre­ 
dominantly black public schools 
last week after disruptions caus­ 
ed officials to dose one school 
for a day. 
The demonstrators jammed a 
State Board of Education meet­ 
ing room and ordered all news­ 
men to leave. One hundred or 
more demonstrators roamed the 
halls of the State Office Build­ 
ing. 
One toilet was torn out on the 
first floor and others stopped 
up, flooding the area. Water ran 
along a hallway outside the 
board 
of 
education 
meeting 
room. 
On the sixth floor, a window 
was broken, office equipment 
upset and toilets jammed. 
Most of the 
demonstrators 
were in their late teens or ear­ 
ly 20s. 
Several armed blacks who said 
they represented the ®ast side 
community appeared to be in 
charge of state education offic­ 
es on the sixth floor. They per­ 
mitted newsmen on the floor but 
ordered that no one take pic­ 
tures.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen­ 
ate testimony so far has drawn 
sharp lines between well-heeled 
Republicans 
and 
debt-ridden 
Democrats on what may be one 
of this year’s hottest political 
issues: How to control cam­ 
paign spending. 
Democratic members of the 
Senate 
Communications 
sub­ 
committee and party colleagues 
who testified before them in a 
week of hearings made it clear 
they want strict spending limits 
for advertising, especially over 
radio and television. 
The Democratic party is $9.3 
million in debt. It is generally 
a c k n o w l e d g e d Hubert H. 
Humphrey’s inability to match 
Richard Nixon’s television blitz 
in the waning days of the 1968 
campaign contributed mightily 
to his defeat. 
With the GOP war chest still 


bulging, 
however, Republican 
witnesses made it clear they 
think full disclosure—not ceil­ 
ings—is the best route to cut 
spending. 
The biggest question at this 
stage of the game is where 
President Nixon stands. 
Last fall Nixon vetoed a bill 
that would have imposed a sev- 
en-cents 
per voter limit on 
broadcast spending, while also 
repealing the so-called equal 
time provision of the Federal 
Communications Act to permit 
televised debates between pres­ 
idential contenders.

Postal officials are still a bit non­ 
plussed about the results of a test mail­ 
ing by Associated Press offices across 
the United States which showed the de­ 
livery time of first class mail is little 
affected by whether the zip code is in­ 
cluded in the address.

Another part of the same test indicat­ 
ed air mail may not be worth the extra 
four cents. Half the test letters mailed 
by regular mail reached their destina­ 
tion at the same time as others mailed 
air mail, and IO per cent of the regular 
letters got there first. 
About all postal officials could say 
about the results was that “in time” 
mechanization would make zip codes 
necessary. That is considerably less 
definite than the statements made when 
the postal service went numerical with 
much fanfare several years ago.

ministrator, and would include 
university and school district 
officials as well as members of 
state boards and commissions. 
Gilligan said during his cam­ 
paign last year that ethics legis­ 
lation would be a priority item 
in his administrator 
To enforce the bill’s provi­ 
sions, 
four state-level ethics 
committees 
would 
be 
estab­ 
lished along with an ethics com­ 
mittee in each of the 88 coun­ 
ties. Each committee would con­ 
sist of six members, three from 
each major political party, and 
would be appointed to stagger­ 
ing six-year terms. 
The governor would appoint 
one state committee to oversee 
the executive branch; the House 
and Senate each would name a 
separate committee, and the 
chief justice of the supreme 
court would appoint a commit­ 
tee for the judicial branch. 
The presiding judge of the 
common pleas court in each 
county would name the local 
committee. 
Conviction of any violation of 
the bill would bring automatic 


dismissal from office, plus up to 
five years in jail and a $25,000 
fine. 
The proposal also would set up 
guidelines to let public officials 
know what could amount to a 
conflict-of-interest.

seasonal factors the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics figured it as a 
drop of 185,000. 
Total employment, while ed­ 
ging up slightly to 77.2 million, 
also represented a decline on a 
seasonal basis, the report said. 
The bureau said total unem­ 


ployment has dropped 300,000 
since a nine-year-high in De­ 
cember, but was still 1.6 mil­ 
lion above February a year 
ago. 
The report said February’s 
was the second straight drop in 
the nation’s jobless rate, from 
6.2 per cent in December to 6 
per cent in January to 5.8 per 
cent in February- 
The bureau had originally re­ 
ported December’s figure as 6 
per cent but later revised it up­ 
ward 
when

Loses Bid 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Thomas 
“Yonnie” Licavoli, convicted of 
murder in four gangland slay­ 
ings in 1934, Friday lot his lat­ 
est bid for freedom in the U. S. 
6th Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The three-judge panel upheld 
an earlier decision by Judge Jo­ 
seph P. Kinneary, U. S. District 
Court in Columbus, Ohio, that 
Ucavoli had received 
a 
fair 
trial. 
Ucavoli had been the subject 
of numerous charges against 
state and prison officials that 
he has received special treat­ 
ment while in the Ohio Peniten­ 
tiary and had maintained con­ 
trol over rackets in the northern 
Ohio area. 
F. Lee Bailey, noted criminal 
attorney from Boston, had arg­ 
ued that prosecuting officials at 
the time of the trial had intim­ 
idated witnesses and that 
the 
trial was held in an atmosphere 
“permeated 
with 
prejudicial 
publicity.” 
Steven Miller, assistant Frank­ 
lin County prosecutor, bad asked 
the court why Ucavoli had wait­ 
ed 34 years to appeal the case. 
The U. S. Supreme Court had 
refused to review the case in 
1967. In 1968 Gov. James A. 
Rhodes commuted the convic­ 
tion to second degree murder 
making Ucavoli eligible for pa­ 
role. The Ohio Pardon and Pa­ 
role Board then refused to re­ 
lease him.

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — 
As the talc of My Lai’s day of 
death unfolds at Lt. William 
(Bailey's murder trial, the name 
of Capt. Ernest Medina sur­ 
faces nearly as often as Cal- 
ley’s. This week Medina will re­ 
ply, publicly and under oath, 
his lawyer says. 
“ He will testify,” said one of 
his 
civilian 
lawyers, 
Lerald 
Alch of Boston. “You can’t in­ 
criminate yourself by telling 
the truth.” 
But a court source said Me­ 
dina’s 
lawyers 
had 
not 
in­ 
formed Judge Reid Kennedy to 
that effect. The source said he 
doubted Medina would testify. 
Calley swore that Medina, his 
company commander, gave or­ 
ders to kill civilians in the as- 
sult on the suspected Viet Cong 
stronghold on March 16, 1968. 
The lieutenant is on trial on 
charges of premeditated mur­ 
der in at least 102 of those 
deaths. 
The Army has accused Me­ 
dina of having over all respon­ 
sibility for what happened. And 
the captain’s lawyers say for­ 
mal referral to court-martial is 
imminent on specific charges 
that he killed 175. 
Medina is one of a number of 
witnesses who will be called by 
the Calley jury when the prose­ 
cution ends its rebuttal ease, 
probably Tuesday. 
Another of Caliey’s superiors 
who said he would respond to 
the jury’s call to testify is Col. 
Oran K. Henderson, who com­ 
manded the lith Brigade. 
When the story of May Lai 
first emerged more than 1% 
years after the event, Medina 
held a news conference a- the 
Pentagon. 
“ I did not see any slaughter 
at My Lai 4 that day,” Medina 
said then, ‘‘and none was re­ 
ported to me. And I’ll further 
state that I did not order any 
massacre at My Lai 4.” 
Some three dozen witnesses 
have testified about a briefing 
Medina gave his Charlie Com­ 
pany on the eve of the search 
and destroy mission.

The coalition said it considers 
racism the prime cause of re­ 
cent unrest in the city’s junior 
and senior high schools.

U.S. Plans To Train Guards 


In Public Building Protection 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal government plans to en­ 
roll all building guards in an In­ 
tensive 
training 
course 
de­ 
signed to prevent further bomb­ 
ings and vandalism of its struc­ 
tures. 
“This is obviously only a be­ 
ginning,” said Robert L. Kun- 
zig, administrator of the Gener­ 
al Services Administration, the 
federal landlord. 
“Never in recent history has 
there been such a need as there 
is today to provide such a high 
level of protection in our feder­ 
al facilities to insure the safety 
of personnel and to maintain a 
continuity of 
operation in gov­ 
ernment,” he said. 
Kunzig made the statement 
as the first 
class of building 
guards 
was 
graduated 
this 
weekend from the newly-estab­ 
lished Federal Protective Serv­ 
ice Training Academy in Wash­ 
ington. 
Thirty-seven 
men, 
including 
Capitol 
Police 
who are 
still 
searching out the persons re­ 
sponsible for the bombing of 
the Capitol a week ago, re­ 
ceived graduation certificates. 
They had completed a four- 


week course in marksmanship, 
fire prevention, explosives han­ 
dling and arrest procedures. 
The purpose of the academy 
is to transform the building 
guards into “an efficient police 
force,” said Frank McKetta, 
former head of the Pennsylva­ 
nia state police and chairman 
of a task force strengthening 
the Federal Protective Service. 
The FPS is separate from the 
Executive 
Protection Service, 
an arm of the Secret Service, 
which protects the White House 
and embassies and buildings of 
foreign nations. 
Academies are expected to be 
established 
in 
each 
of 
the 
GSA’s IO regions across the na­ 
tion to train 3,700 federal build­ 
ing guards. 
The explosion in the Capitol 
was one of five recorded this 
year in federal facilities, au- 
thorites said. Two other ex­ 
plosive devices were recovered 
before going off. 
This compares with 37 bomb­ 
ings in federal facilities and six 
attempts during 1970, when a 
total of 773 bomb threats 
also 
were reported against federal 
facilities.
